Corn Will Probably Yield About 
the Average.

Wheat Yield More Than Last Year-Re- 
liable Estimates and Figures. 


CHICAGO, ILL., July 8.—Seven columns of 
crop reports in the Times this morning are 
summarized and show corn will not be 
an average crop anywhere, and in considera- 
ble districts farmers do not evcn now expect 
more than half an average crop, though 
warm weather even at this late day would 
materially reduce the loss. | 

In the southern part of the corn and wheat 
belt the loss is less severe than in the north- 
ern part, andin the latter the corn is doing 
tolerably well onthe uplands or where the 
ground happens to be well drained. In afew 


localities. reports are quite favorable, 
but these are rare exceptiens. 
The corn crop of the United States 


in 1880 was 1,537,535,940 bushels, which was.a 
slight reduction from the crop of the previous 
year. In 1881 the crop fell to 1,194,916,000 
bushels, a reduction of one-fourth, and dis- 
patches indicate it may be as serious as that, 
which would cut it down to about 900,000,000 
bushels, but it may not be so bad as that ip 
all localities. 

Corn is very backward, but in many of 
them it is promising fairly after aij, and with 
fine weather will not show a great reduction 
from last year, and still the facts remain that 
last year’s crop was a large reduction from 
those of the two previous years, and it is 
certain this year’s crop will not come up to 
that of last year. 


WHEAT PROSPECTS 
are much more encouraging, though they are 
not all that was hoped for early in the sea- 
son. Thereis a considerable reduction in the 
acreage of wheat in Iowa, Wisconsin and 
some parts of Minnesota, but in other parts of 
the last State andin Dakota and in Nebraska 
there have been large additions to the area. 
The same is true of some other local- 
ities. In Iowa and Wisconsin what 
wheat there is promises well. In Wisconsin 
the crop will be larger than last year; but in 
Iowa it will not be so large, the grain in one 
State being about an offset to the loss in the 
otper. Last vearthe wheat crop in lowa was 
over 18,000,000 bushels, or about half what it 
was in 1880. This year it wil) probably be some- 
what less than last gear. In Wisconsin the 
wheat crop was nearly 18,000,000 bushels jast 
year, a small gain over 1880, and this vear it 
may go up abuve 20,000,000 bushels. 
nois the wheat crop last year was 26,832,000 
bushels, or barely one-half 
was the year before.

In Kansas the wheat har- 
vest is nearly over and the crop is estimated 
at 30,000,000 bushels, or more tnan 50 per 
cent in excess ofthe crops of the last two 
years.

THE GIESE HALF-ORPHANS. 


A Dying Mother’s Wish Sought to be 
Opposed by the Father. 


The Giese children, Joseph and Emil, two 
interesting little boys of two and three years 
respectively, were brought before Judge 
Seymour D. Thompson in the Court of Ap- 
peals this morning. They were in the care 


of their grandmother, Mrs. Jos. Beck. The 
father, Henry Giese, was in court, repre- 
sented by Ed. L. Gottschaik. Leo Rassieur 
appeared for the Becks, and when the judge 
hadtaken his seat a return or answer was 


filed in behalf of Mr. Beck. This set 
forth that the children had been 
left in the care of Mrs. Beck by 


their mother on her death-bed. It was her 
dying request that her mother would look 
after the little boys and rear and educate 
them. For some time prior to her death Mrs. 
Giese had been living apart from her hbus- 


band, and she had found _ shelter 
for herself and children beneath 
the root of her mother 


and stepfather, Mr. Beck, a saloon-keeper 
down town. One of the children was born at 
the Beek residence. The answer further 
alleged that the father had not contributed 
anything for the support of the children, and 
the Becks felt that they were justified 
in carrying out the wishes of the deceased 
parent.: Mrs. Beck became very much at- 
tached to the little boys and was naturalip 
opposed to any effort of the father to remove 
them from her custody or control. The fa- 
ther on the other hand complains 
that his wife had no just 
or reasonable cause fur leaving him and that 
she was strongly influenced to break up the 
family by her mother and stepfather. He 
proposed to show that he was in every way 
qualified to provide for and take care of his 
own children. The court after 
hearing the remarks of Mr. 
Rassieur, said that at common law the father 
had the natural right to the guardianship of 
his children. The court, however, consider- 
ed the welfare of the children an aji-impor- 


tant element, in the case of 
children of tender years especial- 
ly, and evidence could be offered 


from which the court could determine into 
whose care these little boys should properly 
be committed. : 

Mr. Gottschalk said that he was prepared 
to gointo the case now. After some further 
discussion Judge Thompson set the hearing 
for next Thursday afternoon. The children 
meanwhile remain with their grandmother.

THE BOY PARRIUIDE. 


The Horrible Tragedy at Kirkwood Yester- 
day—The Inquest. 


The murder of Milton Smith by his son Guy 
yesterday is the only topic of conversation in 
Kirkwood and the vicinity to-day. The 
detaiis of the horrible parricide are so 
ghastly that they seem almost incredible. 


The youth of the parricide and his statement, 
‘*lf ous Darrel is not enough I’ll give him an- 
other,’’ would s6éem to show that the boy was 
insane. He has been a hard case, notwith- 
standing his age, and has on more than one 
occasion carried a revolver. One day, not 
long since, he threatened to shoot Joe Berry, 
the Sexton of the Oak Ridge Cemetery, 
for some trifling matter, and had to be watch- 
ed to prevent him carrying out bis design. 
He was expelled from the Kirkwood school 
twice on account of his conduct, and on one 
occasion he carried a silver-mounted revolver 
to school to shoot the teacher. Guy displayed 
little ef over the murder, and even when 
told of his father’s death was not visibly at- 
fected. Mir. Smith did not die immediately, 
as at first reported, but lingered in great 
agony until 2 o’clock yesterday, when he 
passed away. os 

Guy was at first taken to Kirkwood by Sheriff 
Schnecko, but, at the request of bis grand- 
father, Mr. Eades, he was turned over to him, 
tne old zgentsemnan engaging himself to be re- 
sponsible for the boy’s appearance. Last night 
the young murderer softeaed considerably, 
and to-day, for the first time, he seemed to 
realize what * he had done. 
The inquest was begun this morning by Coroner 
Meisch, at the residence of the murde man. 
The faneral takes place to-morrow:-and will be 
attended by a great Many rsous, as the de- 
ceared was well known and greatly a 
throughout the neighborhood. He was the 
son of the well-known Ool. Steve Smith, who 
died lately at Carondelet at an advanced age.

The Retail Price Found to be Ex- 
orbitant. 


The Wholesale and Retail Market at Va- 
riance—Facts About Poor Beef 
and Big Profits. 


The fact that the present retail price of beef 
is far higher than it was ever before known 
to be within the memory of the oldest inhab- 
itant is well appreciated by every one who 
has mouths to feed. The extraordinary price 
of beef, running in some cases up to 28 and 
30 cents per pound, has been the theme of 
newspaper articles from New York to Cali- 
fornia. Almost equally wide-spread has been 
the information that the wholesale price of 
cattle is unprecedented. Between the com- 
plaints of the people who buy and the butch- 
ers who retail beef, there has grown to be a 

general belief that the butcher is as much to 
be pitied as the eater—indeed, in many in- 
stances there has been a manifest desire 
to create the impression that the butcher is 
now the most unfortunate fellow in the 
world; that he is barely eking out an exist- 
ence, in addition to having to bear witn the 
plaints of his costumers. A PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter, who has some familiarity with the 
St. Louis stock-yards, and also some know!l- 
edge of the grade of cattle generally purchas- 
ed and sold by the St. Louis butchers, 
thought it worth while to examine into the 
matter a little and see if the increase in the 


wholesale price has realiy equaled the ad- 
vance in the retail price. He believes that he 
has discovered and that it is susceptible 
of ready demonstration that the prices 
do not correspond, or, in other words, 
that the butcher who retails a given number 
of cattie in a given time is 
MAKING MORE MONEY 
to-day than he did before the advance; in 


fact, that he is a tradesman who wants nearly 


or quite 100 per cent profit, and is now often 
making it in St. Louis. Again, it is a fact not 
generally known that only the poorer grades 
of cattle are slaughtered for the St. Louis 
market, and that the really fine article almost 
invariably goes East. Yesterday, and nearly 
every day, cattle were sold at the East St. 
Louis stock yards for 7 cents a pound, and it 
is the delight of tne little corner butcher, on 
some side street, to point out the fact as an 
excuse for his high-priced beef. Of course 
the customer don’t know, and the butcher 
indignantiy denies that he ever bought any- 
thing but the 7 cent article. Let it be known 
thenthatthere are sold weekly at the vards 
from 400 to 600 head of cattle for St. Louis 
consumption, and that the price has not 
averaged over 4% cents. It is only the better 
class of butebers who have been paying 4% 
to 5 cents, while the poorer class go every day 
to3% aod 3% cents. Nearly every stock 


- dealer at the National Yards will readily im- 


part the information that there are not over 
three or four butchers in St. Louis who are 
aying 7 cents, and these butcners sell their 


-cent article exclusively to the 
big hotels and to private wealthy 
customers. The great public don’t 


get a taste of it. The meat-shop men gen- 
erally buy according to the preteasions of the 
peighborhood in which they live. The Clab- 
ber Alley buyer does not insist on having, 
and is not willing to pay for, as good an 
article as the Stoddard Addition or Compton 
Hill customer. ‘The dealers who pay as high 
as five cents at the yards are pretty few and 
f4r between. The majority of meat that can 
ve bought down town did not cost over four 
cents, excluding some stands in Unioa and 
Lucas Markets. Nowthe question arises, 
why do the most of us who are daily eating 4- 
cent meat have to psy from ten to twenty 
cents a pound for it? 
WHY THE PRICE IS TOO HIGH. 

When cattle on the hoof sold here at 2 cents 
we got our sirloin and porterhbouse steaks at 
10 cents. Nowthat beef has risen 2 cents 
and is bought at 4 cents the raise put upon 
the consumer is from 8to 10 cents. It takes 
no more time or labor to kill, cut up and re- 
tailan 800-pound steer now than it did then, 
but the profit would seem to have been vastiy 
increased. For his labor the butcher was 
comteat then to pocket, on the best cuts, 8 
cents, and correspondingly less on the poorer 
cuts. Now he must bave a profit of 14 to 16 
cents on the best cuts, and 6 on even the soup- 
bones. This proves tnat the raise to the con- 
sumer has been out of ail proportion 
tothe raise to thedealer. Ifany butcher 
with favored patrons ciaims to be paying 56 
cents and5% on the hoof, letit be remem- 
bered that such butcher also gets not 18 and 20 
cents for the best cuts, but 22 and 25 cents, 
so that his profit corresponds with the 4 cent 
men who constitute the average. Every 
butcher will point out the fact that his loss in 
weight in kiliing is so great that he has to 
have a big apparent profit tocoverit. How- 
ever, the jossin weight is no greater now 
than formerly, when a far less price was con- 
sidered sufficient, and on it putchers 

enerally grew rich. Notwithstanding the 
foots and figures which have been 
here presented, butchers will contend that 
they make a bare ten-doliar bill on a whoie 
steer which it takes a couple of days to sell, 
with expenses for rent, help, etc. A meat- 
shop man was asked yesterday what an’ 800- 
pound steer in fair condition would weigh 
when cut up. He said: “From 450 to 500 
pounds, according to condition,’’ and, of 
course, he was careful not to putit high. He 
also said thatthe forequarters are a little the 
hesvier.

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YACHTS AND YACHTING. 

The July number of the Century has an 
excellent article on ,**The Evoluiion of the 
American Yacht,’’ which those interested in 
what has been truly cailed “the royal sport,”’ 
or in the development of naval architecture, 
will do well to Tead. The writer, who has 
evidently thorough practical famillarity with 
his subject, traces the yacht from its birth- 
place in Holland—where one of these little 
vessels was built in 1661 and presented te 
CHARLES II. of England—to its full maturity 
of beauty and speed in the crack racers of 
American waters of our own day. Some ac- 
count is also giyen of the origin of the once 
famous “Baltimore clippers,” and the noble 
fleet of clipper ships which, thirty years ago, 
carried the American flag to the front on 
every sea has a notice that might have peen 
less brief. We observe one mistake of no 
great consequence and one rather important 
omission. The article says that, after the 
ocean race of 1866, for $65,000, which Mr. 
JAMES GORDON BENNETT won with the 
Henrietta, he purchased the Fieetwing, 
which -was altered and _ rechristened 
the Dauntless. The yacht purchased by 
Mr. BENNETT was, we think, L’Hirondelie, 
originally built for and owned by DexTER 
BRADFORD, of New York, a young man whe 
spent the paternal cash freely if not 
always judiciously. It was said that L’Hiron- 
delle, afterward the Dauntless, was built at 
the suggestion of Mrs. BRADFORD, who 
wanted a nice time afloat and a nice place to 
have itin. She—so the story goes—furnished 
a rough drawing of the cabin, specifying the 
dimensions, and the vacht was constructed 
to fit the cabin, instead of vice versa. Under 
neither BRADFORD nor BENNETT was this 
vessel—which cost $85,000—remarkably fast, 
being beaten on several occasions by yachts 
of inferior size and pretensions. The omis- 
sion alluded to is the Sappho, a schooner 
yacht which for some years was the ac- 
knowledged champion of the New York 
Club, and considered the fastest of her class 
in the world. She was afterward lostina 
cruise up the Mediterranean. The ‘Old 
Maria,” as she was familiarly called, comes 
in for the proper share of attention. Built 
in 1844 from plans made by the owner, 
ROBERT LIVINGSTON STEVENS, she prob- 
ably never had an equal in smooth water, 
having been known to log seventeen knots, or 
over twenty miles,an hour. In anything 
like “a reefed topsail breeze’? she was not 
nearly so fast, and for this reason was beaten 
ina match with the Coquette, in 1846, for 
$1,000 a side. Inthe latter portion of her 
life the Maria was changed from sloop to 
schooner—a mistake, by the way—and finally 
foundered in the Guif stream, where she 
never ought to have been sent. 

Weare surprised that no more space is 
devoted to the gallant little craft which 
taught our British cousins a never-to-be- 
forgotten lesson in yachting. The America 
is not the fastest of American yachts, but the 
splendid victory won off the Isle of Wight in 
1851 has given her greater fame than any 
other. Who that was then old enough to 
read does not remember the megsage sent 
from the judges’ boat to Cowes, “The Amer« 
ica first and the rest nowhere”? The original 
dimensions and rig of this historic vessel the 
Century article fails to give. We are able to 
supply the deficiency: Tonnage, 170; length 
of keel, 82 feet; length of deck, 94 feet; 
extreme breadth, 225s feet; breadth moulded, 
22; depth of hold, 9 feet 3 inches; 
foremast, 79 feet 6 inches; main mast, 81 feet 
(both masts having arake of 2% inches to the 
foot); bowsprit (hollow), 22 feet—17 feet 
outboard; fore gaff, 24 feet; main gaff, 28 
feet; main boom, 58 feet. The sails were 
main and foresai!, single gib, laced to a boom, 
andasmall main gaff topsail. The America 
was built forCom. JOHN C. STEVENS, one 
of the founders of the New York Yacht Club, 
by GEORGE STEERS, perhaps the ‘greatest of 
naval architects, whom HENRY WarpD 
BEECHER called “the MICHAEL ANGELO of 
the deep.”? In the great race she was mfan- 
ned by a crew of New York pilots, directed 
by Com. STEVENS himself. Tne cup won on 
that occasion is the most precious treasure of 
the New York Club.

The Attorney-General and His Duties 
—Sketch of Daniel McIntyre. 
ME: OR aa 
His Assistants—The Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court and His Political

Immediately upon entering the Capitol 
grounds at Jefferson City the visitor is con- 
fronted by the Supreme Court building: 
which is situated in the extreme southesstern 
corner of the park. The building itself 
is a curiosity in architecture, a8 viewed 
from the outside, and has been 
frequently designsied “The Young 
Ladies’ Seminsry.” The front is narrow, but 
the pbuilding runs backward to admit ofa 
large number ofrooms. [tis only twoestories 
hich, and was built. entirely by convict la- 
bor, but the interior shows splendid evi- 
dences of the finest workmanship. On en- 
tering the building one finds that a long, wide 
hallway divides it north and south. On 
the eastern side are the Attorney- 
General’s offices, a haif-hail, 
iog out of the court chamber, and two 
fire-proof document rooms. On the right side 
ore the offices of the Supreme Court Clerk, 


ward into an immense bay window, the ante- 
room of the Judges, and the janitor’s rooms. 
Up the front stairway, one tinds on the left 
the offices and bedrooms of Judges Rey, Nor- 
ton and Tlough, in regular order. On the right 
is first the office of Chief Justice Sherwood, 
and next the State Library, directiy above 
thecourt chamber. Tae library also extends 
into the pay window formation outwards, and 
then upwards into the dome, the upper 
landings being reached ‘by epfral stairways, 
Next to the library are the rooms of Judge 
Henry, comploting the accommodations of 
thé butifing, . Perhaps the handsomest 
rooms are those occupied b the 
Attorney-General, which consist of large 
reception and er Offices.. The re- 
ception office is also the office of the Aiterney- 
frenerai’s assistant. The law provides that it 
shall be the duty of the Attorney-General, 
when directed by the Governor, to aid any 
Prosecuting Attorney in the discharge of hig 
duties; that, when required, the Attorney- 
General shal! give his opinion in writisg, 
without fee, to the General Assembly, or 
either House, upon -any question of law, and 
to all the State officers upon ques- 
tions concerning their respective offices; that 
he shail appear on behalf of the State in 
the Supreme Court, and prosecute or defend, 
as the case may require, all appeals and 
write of error to which the State is a party, 
other than such as aré taken im cases 
in which the name of the State {s a 
nominal plaintiff in the court below, and 
shall have the management and coentrul of 
euch cases in the Supreme Court; that he is 
auth°rized and empowered, in the name and 
on behalf of the State of Missouri, to 
institute and prosecute ati suits and other 
proceedings at law andin equity requisite or 
necestary to protect the rightsand interests 
ofthe State, and to enforce any and ail!

single ilinetration or an attempt ae witticiam 
his manner and the weighty matter of 
his addresses never faiied to attract the 
aitention of his auditors. He is dignified, 
grave and thoughtful upon sil occaeioas, ne- 
log especially uncommunicstive regarding 
official affairs. Gen. McIntyre receives re- 
porters politely and kindly, but he is a 
most unsatisfactory subject for the inter- 
viewer, and therefore ie not often melested. 
He was bern te age county, Mo., just 
across the river from Jéfferson City, May 5, 
1833, and waa educated at Westminster Col- 
lege.

is added a miecelianeous class of fatalities, in- 
cluding 56 deaths, the total number of the 
killed exceeds 1,000, while the versons in- 
jured are 4,571. Even these figures could be 
enlarged by the inclusion of a somewhat ex- 
traneous class of accidents occurring on rail- 
way premises, by which 53 persons were 
killed and more than 4,000 injured.
